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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County  for  the  year  1940. 

Following-  the  practice  of  last  year  and  for  the  same  reason  this 
report  has  been  agrain  reduced  in  size.  Much  interesting-  and 
important  detail  has  necessarily  been  omitted  and  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  consider  several  new  developments  in  the  Public  Health 
Services. 

The  activities  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board  are  presented  in  some 
detail,  as  it  was  felt  that  this  first  year,  when  they  were  actually 
Supplying  wafer,  an  undertaking  of  such  fundamental  importance  to  the 
health  of  the  community,  should  receive  adequate  recognition,  and 
it  offers  an  opportunity  to  offer  some  small  comment  on  another 
relevant  subject. 

The  provision  of  a new  piped  water  supply  such  as  that  just 
provided  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board  inevitably  creates  a need  for  more 
adequate  disposal  of  sewage,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the 
question  of  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal  works  is  raised  after  the 
war,  there  will  not  be  the  same  multiplication  of  small  disposal  works 
which  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past.  Individual  small  disposal 
schemes  and  sewage  works  are  undesirable  from  many  points  of  view, 
and  may  be  a nuisance  both  in  the  public  health  sense  and  in  the 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  word.  The  problem  of  the  disposal  of 
sewage,  particularly  now  that  piped  water  supplies  are  so  generally 
available,  should  be  considered  in  relation  to  relatively  large  areas 
and  the  possibility  of  providing  trunk  sewers  should  always  be  kept  in 
mind. 

Vital  statistics  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  although  it  is 
disquieting  to  notice  the  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality  figures. 
This  increase  is  unfortunately  not  confined  to  Buckinghamshire,  but 
is  apparent  in  the  figures  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

I am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  to'  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  staff  of  the  department  for  the  loyal  and,  effective  service  during 
what  hasi  been  a very  difficult  year,  and  more  particularly  to  Dr. 
Gibson,  my  Deputy,  who  has  cheerfully  and  efficiently  undertaken 
more  than  a man’s  share  of  the  work.

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SECTION  B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES. 

(i)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

There  is  a small  laboratory  in  the  County  Health  Department 
principally  for  the  examination  of  spu'ta  and  other  material  connected 
with  the  tuberculosis  work  of  the  County.  Occasional  samples  of 
water  and  other  materials  are  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  for  analysis  and  examination. 

Pathological  examinations  in  connedtion  with  venereal  diseases 
are  carried  out  mainly  at  one  of  the  London  hospitals  included  in  the 
London  and  Home  Counties  Scheme,  and  also  at  Northampton  and 
Oxford. 

Examinations  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Actsi.  etc.,  are  dealt  with 
in  the  Chief  Inspector’s  Department,  and  his  report  is  included  under 
section  D.(i)  and  (ii). 

E.xcellent  pathological  services  have  been  provided  at  the  Emer- 
gency Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Oxford.  These  services  are 
available  to  local  authorities'  and  medical  practitioners  in  the  County, 
which  include  the  examination  of  specimens  of  sputa  aa  well  as  patho- 
logical examinations  in  connection  with  venereal  and  infectious 
disease.  In  addition,  local  authorities  are  able  on  application  to 
obtain  free  supplies  of  A.P.T.  for  purposes  of  diphtheria  immunisation 
and  to  utilise  the  services  of  the  laboratories  medical  personnel  to 
immunise  the  children. 

(ii)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  the  transport  of  the  sick,  first  aid  treatment  and  transfer  of 
accident  cases,  an  excellent  motor  ambulance  service  is  provided  by 
the  Bucks  Joint  Committee  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society. 

For  the  transport  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal 
pyrexia,  or  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  the  ambulance  service  of  the 
London  County  Council  is  used.  In  some  instances  the  nearest  local 
ambulance  service  is  utilised.  This  also  applies  for  the  transport  of 
maternity  cases  if  no  other  means  of  transport  can  be  obtained. 

(iii)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 

The  most  important  development  in  hospital  services  during  the 
year  has  been  the  inception  of  a regional  hospital  scheme  for  this 
area  through  the  agency  of  the  Nuffield  Trust. 

The  area  of  the  Regional  Council  comprises  the  administrative 
counties  of  Berks,  Bucks  and  Oxon,  with  the  county  boroughs  of 
Oxford  and  Reading.  Within  the  region  there  are  two  divisional 
councils,  one  for  Bucks  and  East  Berks,  and  the  other  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  area.  It  is  not  proposed,  to  set  out  in  detail  the  aims 
of  the  Regional  Council,  as  indeed  at  this  stage  it  is  to  some  extent 
feeling  its  way,  but  the  purpose  laid  down  in  the  Constitution  is  as 
follows : — 

“ The  purpose  of  the  Council  shall  be  to  keep  under  review  any 
services,  especially  hospital  services,  which  aim  at  the  detection, 
treatment  and  prevention,  of  disease  and  of  the  treatment  of  injuries, 
and  to  initiate  and  promote  research  and  any  further  services  required 
for  these  purposes;  to  bring  about  a co-ordination  of  effort  in  such 
services  both  as  between  the  hospital  and  statutory  authorities  and 
other  bodies  interested  therein  and  as  between  one  hospital  and 
another,  and  to  ensure  that  such  services'  in  the  Region  are  complete 
and  efficiently  provided.” 

While  I think  no  one  will  gainsay  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by 
a uniform  hospital  policy  within  the  region,  it  is  perhaps  unfortunate 
that  the  boundaries  of  the  several  regions  are  being  defined  alrnost 
entirely  by  local  considerations  and,  without  reference  to  the  establish'! 
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merit  of  adjoining-  reg-ions.  This  is  inevitable  as  regionalisiation 
is  at  various  stages  ire  different  areas  and  indeed  in  many  areas  no 
stepb  whatever  have  been  taken  towards  regionalisation.  One  can 
visualise  on  the  one  hand  a series  of  regions  being  set  up  with 
islands  of  county  not  (included  in  any  region,  and  on  the  other  hand 
parts  of  one  region  might  at  a later  date  be  more  usefully  administered 
by  another  region. 

I have  embarked  on  this  mild  criticism  of  regionalisation  as  it 
seems  to  me  that  there  is  a case  of  this  sort  in  this  region,  as  it  may 
well  be  that  if  some  sort  of  regional  scheme  develops  for  greater 
London,  Slough  should  be  included  in  such  a scheme.  Slough  and 
Windsor,  which  for  this  purpose  I am  considering'  together,  although 
Windsor  is  outside  the  county,  are  desperately  in  need  of  new 
Hospital  accommodation  and  it  may'  well  be  these  areas  whose  lines 
of  communication  are  normally  towards  London  and  not  Oxford  would 
be  better  served  by  coming  into  a greater  London  Region  if  such 
materialised. 


(iv)  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Under  the  heading  of  Poor  Law  Institutions  a full  explanation  of 
the  difficulties  of  carrying  into  effect  appropriation;  of'  any  institution 
or  part  thereof,  was  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1930.

(v)  MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

Manor  House,  Aylesbury. — The  present  certificate  authorises  the 
reception  of  16  children  (cot  and  chair  cases),  25  active  low-grade 
boys,  43  active  low-grade  girls,  and  15  high-grade  females,  making  a 
total  of  ninety-nine  at  the  Manor  House  Institution.  Aylesbury.  All 
beds  have  been  made  full  use  of  during  the  year,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  boys  and  cot  and  chair  cases,  the  certificate  has  been  exceeded 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

On  the  31st  December,  1940,  94  cases,  including  nine  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Oxford  City  and  Oxford  County  Councils  were  detained. 

Borocourt. — Full  use  has  also  been  made  of  the  Council’s  allo- 
cation of  150  beds  at  the  Borocourt  Joint  Institution,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  year  70  male,  and  84  female:  patients  were  in  residence. 

Public  Assistance  Institutions. — The  Committee  continued  to 
use  the  allocated  accommodation  at  the  Aylesburv  and  Winslow  Public 
Assistance  Institutions  for  medium  grade  defectives  of  both  sexes,  as 
follows ; —

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Non-Countv  Institutions. — The  number  of  cases  maintained  in 
non-county  institutions  remains  practically  the  same,  i.e.,  63  as  against 
62  for  the  previous  year.  Of  that  number  nine  patients  were  main- 
tained by  the  State  at  the  Rampton  and  Moss  Side  Insititutions. 

Three  female  patients  were  found  unsuitable  for  further  detention 
in  certified  institutioris,  and  were  accordingly  transferred  to  the 
County  Mental  Hospital.  On  the  other  hand,  eight  patients  were 
discharged  from',  the  County  Mental  Hospital  and  were  certified  under 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  five  being  admitted  to  certified  institutions 
and  three  being  placed  under  guardianship  orders. 

Six  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  among  the  certified  patients, 
four  being  male  and  two  female  patients. 

Four  patients,  three  male  and  one  female,  were  discharged  from 
their  orders  of  detention.

The  Bucks  Voluntary  Association  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally 
Defective  continues  to  give  invaluable  assistance  to  the  Statutory 
Committee  in  supervising  cases  in  their  homes.  Without  such  co- 
operation tt  would  be  impossible  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  defectives, 
and  to  befriend  them. 

Home  training  is  also  arranged  in  certain  cases  and  24  defectives 
were  regularly  receiving  tuition  by  nine  part-time  home  teachers,  an 
increase  of  three  over  the  previous  year. 

With  the  necessary  financial  assistance  from  the  County  Council 
the  Voluntary  Association  hopes  that  during  the  forthcoming  year  an 
occupation  centre  for  those  defectives  whp  cannot  be  educated  in  a 
special  school  or  class;  will  be  established  in  Slough. 

(vi)  WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

The  arrangements  for  the  relief  of  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  by  the  Bucks  Association  for  the  Blind  continue  to 
work  satisfactorily. 

In  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1941,  domiciliary  grants 
paid  to  necessitous  blind,  persons  amounted  to  .£4,456  17s.  lod. 

From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  for  the  year  ended 
31s.t  March.  1941,  the  following  extracts  are  made; — 

The  number  of  registered  blind  persons  shows;  a slight  increase. 
On  31st  March,  1941,  there  were  399  registered  blind  in  the  County, 
as  compared  with  392  in  the  previous  year.  The  great  majority  are 
pver  middle  age — 292  being  over  the  age  of  50  years.

315  persons  are  classed  as  “unemployable.”  These  are  principally 
elderly  people,  but  there  are  52  who  have  serious  mental  or  physical 
disability  which  prevents  them  from  working,  as  shown  below  : —

Four  persons  are  in  homes  for  the  blind,  5 in  mental  hospitals, 
and  17  in  public  assistance  institutions. 

The  approved  Home  Workers  numbered  25  at  the  end  of  March, 
1941.  These  Home  Workers  continue  under  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Royal  London  Society  for  Teaching  and  Training  the  Blind, 
and  the  Home  Teachers  also  help  by  arranging  sales  of  work. 

In  all,  55  blind  are  usefully  employed,  and  five  are  under  training.

The  Association  continues  to  co-operate  with  the  British  Wireless 
for  the  Blind  Fund,  and  assists  in  the  maintenance  of  the  sets.  During 
the  year  ^£90  7s.  5d..  was  expended  in  providing  new  batteries,  and 
for  repairs  and  replacements  of  parts. 

The  Home  Teachers  carry  out  the  duties  of  giving  instruction  in 
the  homes  of  blind  persons  in  Braille,  Moon  and  several  handicrafts. 
They  have  also  organised,  in  conjunction  with  members  of  the  Bucks 
Association  for  the  Blind,  tea  parties  and  entertainments  for  the  blind. 
The  total  number  of  visits  paid  was  6,445,  this  number  including  792 
visits  to  evacuated  blind  persons.  The  following  list  shows  the 
numbei  of  lessons  in  Braille.

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(vii)  maternity  and  child  welfare. 

This  section  of  the  Report,  in  so  far  as  it  deals  with  the  midwifery 
services  and  regristered  nursing-  homes,  refers  to  the  whole  adminis- 
trative County.  The  Boroug-h  of  Hig-h  Wycombe  is  a separate 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority,  and  details  of  its  child  welfare 
work  can  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Boroug-h. 

(a)  Midwifery  Services. — The  number  of  midwives  who  notified 
their  intention  to  practise  was  182.  Of  this  number  167  were  perma- 
nent and  15  undertook  temporary  duty  only.  Of  the  182  midwives 
registered',  157  worked  for  associations,  3 were  employed  by  the 
Oxford  Diocesan  Council,  and  the  remainder  took  their  own  fees.

(d)  Milk  Assistance  Schkme. 

The  County  Council’s  Scheme  for  Milk  Assistance'  in  the  cases  of 
expectant  and  nursing"  mothers,  is  operated  mainly  through  the  various 
infant  welfare  centres  in  the  County.  Arrangements  are  also  in  force 
whereby  dried  milk  can  be  retailed  at  reduced  cost  to  the  mothers 
attending  the  Centres. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  their  national 
scheme  for  the  supply  of  liquid  and  dried  milk,  either  free  or  at  re- 
duced cost  to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  children  under  5. 
The  scheme  is  administered  by  divisional  milk  officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  and  it  appears  to  be  working  most  satisfactorily.  The 
officers  and  committees  of  the  various  welfare  centresf  in  the  County 
have  co-operated  in  every  way  with  the  divisional  milk  officers. 

The  introduction  of  the  Ministry’s  scheme  has  resulted  in  an 
appreciable  reduction  of  the  liquid  and,  dried  milks  formerly  supplied 
through  the  welfare  centres,  although  the  scheme  provides  that  sup- 
plementary supplies  may  still  be  granted  through  the  welfare  scheme 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  officer,  s,uch  a course  is  necessary. 

The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  cases  in  receipt  of  free 
supplies  of  liquid  or  dried  milk  through  the  County  Scheme  for  1940, 
and  the  quantities  granted.  The  1939  figures  are  also  given  for

The  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  up 
to  5 yfears  of  age  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  private  dental  practi- 
tioners whose  charges  for  the  work  are  based  upon  lines  similar  to  the 
dental  benefit  provided  by  approved  societies  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act.  The  arrangements  are  made  through  the  various  infant 
welfare  centres,  all  recommendations  for  treatment  being  made  by  the 
Medical  Officers  attached  to  the  various  centres.

— The  County  Council  employs  11  whole  time 
Health  Visitors  and  by  arrangement  with  Voluntary  Nursing  Associ- 
ations is,  enabled  to  have  the  services  of  85  District  Nurses.  During 
the  year  arrangements  were  made  to  take  over  the  majority  of  the 
health  visiting  in  the  Slough  area  from  the  District  Nursing 
Association,  and  an  additional  health  visitor  was  appointed 
in  August  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  to  assist  in  the  other  acti- 
ties  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee.

(i)  Water  Supply.  (ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  (iii)  Housing. 

1.  Water  Supply.  The  Bucks  Water  Board  have  made  excellent  progress 
with  their  undertaking,  and  the  following  list  gives  details  of  the  parishes 
and  the  numbers  of  consumers,  connected  to  the  mains.  Certain  parishes 
in  the  south  of  the  Wing  Rural  District,  viz.,  Pitstone,  Ivinghoe,  Slapton 
and  Edlesborough,  were  the  first  to  be  conniected,  and  these  were  followed 
by  parishes  in  the  Aylesbury,  Rural  District  in  which  water  was  available 
in  the  spring  of  1940.  The  work  of  connecting  up  was  then,  continued  in 
the  Buckingham  and  Winslow  Rural  Districts,  together  with  the  remaining 
parishes  of  the  Wing  Rurali  District.  Thifj  work  was  largely  completed 
by  the  end  of  September,  1940,  by  which  time  the  Battlesden  Pumping 
Station  was  in  full  operation,  and  therefore  water  was  available  in  the 
whole  of  the  area. 
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111  addition;  to  the  parishes  included  in  the  following  list,  there  is  a 
considerable  number  of  consumersi  who  were  on  the  existing  mains,  notably 
in  Stoke  Mandeville,  Ivinghoe,  Westbury  and  Twyford.

SECTION  D.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF 

FOOD. 

(i)  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  submits  the  following 
Report  for  1940: — 

During  the  year,  1,114  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken,  of  which 
54  were  found  to  be  adulterated  or  not  up  to  standard,  viz. : —

The  ,n/umber  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  analyst  was  413.  Of  the 
remaining  701,  690  consisted  of  milk  samples  and  11  of  spirit  samples  tested 
by  the  Inspectors  in  the  Department's  laboratory.  Of  the  413  samples  sent 
to  the  Public  Analyst,  49  consisted  of  milk,  27  suspected  of  adulteration, 
while  the  remaining  22  were  the  consequential  “follow-up”  samples,  i.e., 
taken  on  “appeal  to  cows”  or  “in  course  of  delivery”. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  356  informal  samples  of  milk  were  taken  on 
delivery  to  schools  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  for  the  supervision 
of  the  milk  under  the  “Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.”  Only  4 of  these  failed 
to  conform  to  the  standard  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations.  One  was 
found  to  be  seriously  adulterated  with  water,  and  the  producer  was  subse- 
quently successfully  prosecuted. 

Samples  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  and  the  various  institutions  in  the  County;  at  the 
Mental  Hospital  and  Manor  House  and  on  behalf  of  hospitals  and  London 
County  Council  educationeil  establishments. 

With  the  Country  fully  occupied;  in  its  war  efforts  there  sprang  up  the 
inevitable  crop  of  traders  ready  to  make  money  by  any  pretence.  A sample 
of  Chloride  of  Lime  sold  in  cartons  for  A.R.P.  purposes  eis  an  antidote  for 
mustard  gas  with  full  instructions  as  lo  its  use  was  found  to  contain  only 
13.76%  of  free  chlorine  and  to  be  adulterated  with  32%  sand.  The  manu- 
facturer was  prosecuted  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887,  for  selling 
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goods  under  a "false  trade  description”.  It  was  contended  by  the  defendant 
that  other  firms  were  selling  half  strength  chloride  of  lime  for  the  same 
purpose.  The  Justices  took  a very  grave  view*  of  the  case  and  imposed  a 
fine 'of  £20  with  £10  10s.  Od.  costs.  As  a result  of  this  prosecution  the  trade 
was  notified  that  Chloride  of  Lime  sold  for  A.R.P.  purposes  was  regarded 
as  a drug  and  would  be  required  to  satisfy*  the  standard  of  the  British 
Pharmacopseia. 

The  beginning  of  the  year  found  a large  quantity  of  imported  separated 
milk  powder  thrown  on  the  market  which  was  advertised  under  colourful 
descriptions  and  under  invitations  such  as  "Halve  your  milk  bill”  and 
"Milk  at  half-price”  ini  the  National  press.  It  was  sold  at  a price  far  in 
excess  of  its  actual  value  and  purchasers  were  mislead  into  believing  it 
was  full-cream  milk  powder.  Added  vitamins  were  also  claimed  in  one  case. 
No  mention  was  made  that  it  had  been  deprived  of  its  fat.  Four  prosecu- 
tions for  publishing  advertisements  falsely  describing  milk  powder  or 
calculated  to  mislead  as  to  its  nature  or  substance  and  quality  were 
instituted  (the  first  under  the  present  act  for  these  newly  created  offences), 
and  convictions  were  obtaind  in  each  case. 

(ii)  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Part  11.  (Milk  and  Dairies  Orders.) 

582  samples  of  milk  taken  mainly  at  places  of  production  were  submitted 
for  microscopical  examination  and  animal  innoculation  test,  the  number 
of  cows  involved  totalling  6,115.  A further  384  similar  samples  were  taken 
on  delivery  to  schools  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  Milk  in 
Schools  Scheme.  As  a result  of  all  this  sampling,  30  cows  were  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  while  statutory  nntices  were  served  on  the 
owners  of  218  cows  suffering  from  scheduled  diseases  and  whose  milk  was 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

39  samples  of  "Pasteurised”  milk  were  also  taken  at  schools,  10  of  which 
failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  test,  and  the  appropriate  licensing  authorities 
were  notified. 

The  number  of  producrs  licensed  to  use  a special  designation  during  the 
year  was  268  (194  "Accredited”  and  74  "Tuberculin  Tested”).  At  the  close 
of  the  year  230  (163  "Accredited”  and  67  "Tuberculin  Tested”)  remained  in 
force.  Of  the  remaining  38,  21  licensees  relinquishd  their  licences  through 
removal  or  other  causes,  and  17  were  revoked.  25  licences  were  suspended 
for  various  periods. 

938  samples  were  taken  from  licensed  producers,  281  of  which  failed  to 
pass  the  prescribed  test.  In  addition  43  pre-license  "check”  samples  were 
taken. 

Thd  number  of  complaints  from  other  local  authorities  under  s.  4 of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation))  Act,  1915,  was  7,  viz.,  5 Middlesex 
County  Council,  and  2 Herts  County  Council.  As  a result  of  investigation 
into  these  cases,  2 tuberculous  cows  were  subsequently  slaughtered. 

The  total  number  of  cows  giving  tuberculosis  milk  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  during  the  year  was  therefore  32. 

Sixteen  offences  against  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  prosecuted  during 
the  year,  convictions  being  obtained  in  all  cases. 

SECTION  E.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(i)  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation. 

Schemes  for  extension  of  accommodation  have  been  under  con- 
sideration by  the  four  Joint  Hospitals  Boards,  viz.;  North  Bucks, 
Aylesbury  and  District,  South  Bucks  and  Wycombe  and  District. 
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The  Wycomlie  and  District  Hospital  at  Booker  was*  extended  at 
the  end  of  1939  b\'  the  addition  of  an  Administrative  Block  and  Cubicle 
Block  of  ten  beds.  These  additions  have  since  been  aufrmented  by 
the  provision  of  a Diphtheria  Ward  of  20  beds. 

(ii)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  table  at  the  end  of  this  Report  (Section  F{f))  g-ives  the 
number  of  c.ases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  in  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  during  1940. 

(iii)  Vaccination. 

The  County  is  divided  into  61  vaccination  districts,  in  which  48 
Public  Vaccinators  are  emiiloyed.  Public  Vaccinators  are  also  ap- 
pointed for  the  Council’s  Public  Assistance  Institutions. 

The  Registrar  General  requires  two  returns  to  be  submitted  to 
him  annually,  one  in  respect  of  siuccessful  primary  vaccinations  and 
re-vacaccinations  performed  by  Public  Vaccinators  and  Medical 
Officers  of  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  and  the  other  in  respect  of 
the  vaccinations  of  children  whose  births  were  registered  in  the 
previous  year.  These  returns  are  summarised  as  follows  for  1940 : —

(iv)  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  responsibility  of  immunisation  falls  on  the  local  authorities. 
In  addition,  the  County  Council  as  a welfare  authority  have  power 
to  institute  a scheme  for  pre-school  children  only. 

The  dip^htheria  immunisation  scheme  for  infant  welfare  centre 
children  hasi  now  been  in  operation  in  this  County  for  approximately 
five  years.  The  numbers  immunised  at  the  centres  in  the  last  two 
years  are  as  follows: — 1939  293;  1940,  278, 

In  December  of  1940,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circular  2230 
drawing  the  attention  of  local  authorities  to  the  importance  of  diph- 
theria prophyla.cis.  The  Circular  indicated  mat  a special  effort  ought 
to  be  made  and  sustained  by  all  local  authorities  tO'  secure  the 
immunisation  of  as  many  children  as  possible,  in  order  to  meet  the 
increased  risks  which  inevitably  arise  out  of  war  conditions. 

It  isi  hoped  to  give  an  indication  in  the  Report  for  1941  of  action 
taken  by  local  authorities  in  this  matter.

(vii)  Tuberculosis. 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1940  numbered  146. 

Notification. — 127  notifications  of  pulmonary  and  40  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  received. 

A large  proportion  of  patients  seen  for  the  first  time  during  the  year 
were  in  a moderately  or  far  advanced  stage.  This  is  unfortunately  the  usual 
experience  and  it  makes  the  ultimate  outlook  worse;  though  many  of  them 
are  improved  by  sanatorium  treatment,  the  prognosis  is  a fatal  one  in  the 
course  of  two  years  or  less.  The  number  of  patients  who  are  suffering  from 
chronic  advanced  disease,  many  of  them  having  no  home  to  which  they  can 
be  transferred,  has  been  the  cause  of  delay  in  the  admission  of  more 
hopeful  cases. 

Contacts. — The  ideal  is  to  examine  them  all,  but  the  easiest  to  get  at  are 
the  children  who  will  often  be  brought  to  the  Clinics  by  a parent;  to  get  hold 
of  both  parents  and  those  of  the  household  who  are  over  school  age  is 
difl&cult. 

Artificial  pneumothorax  is  still  used  extensively  and  the  number  of 
refills  at  varying  periods  has  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  while  the  tendency  to  employ  some  form  of  surgical 
treatment  in  more  cases  leads  to  longer  periods  of  institutional  treatment, 
which  causes  a larger  number  of  patients  waiting  for  admission. 
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In  connection  with  this  form  of  treatment  X-Ray  examinations  are  now 
considered  essential,  so  that  for  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases  and  for 
"A.P.”  cases  X-Ray  examinations  become  more  and  more  frequent.  The 
excellent  results  obtained  by  the  Radiographers  at  the  Royal  Bucks 
Hospital  and  Wycombe  War  Memorial  Hospital  have  been  of  the  greatest 
assistance,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Hospital  Staffs  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  For  cases  in  the  north  of  the  County  the 
Northampton  Borough  Council  have  kindly  consented  to  their  Tuberculosis 
Officer  making  any  necessary  X-Ray  examination,  and  his  help  has  been 
very  valuable. 

Examinations  of  specimens  of  sputum,  etc.,  are  made  free  of  charge  for 
practitioners  in  the  County.  During  the  year  478  specimens  were  examined, 
in  108  of  which  tubercle  bacilli  were  found,  the  other  370  giving  a negative 
result. 

As  in  recent  years  the  majority  of  cases  of  tubercle  of  bones  and  joints 
have  been  sent  direct  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics.  It  is  hoped  that  such  cases 
will  get  fewer  in  proportion  to  the  elimination  of  bovine  sources  of  infection. 

Without  the  goodwill  and  help  of  medical  practitioners  throughout  the 
County  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  into  touch  with  the  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  would  once  more  acknowledge 
with  thanks  their  co-operation.
